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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicants remarks regarding 
the 112 rejections, these rejections are withdrawn. However, the 102 and 103 rejections remain. Applicant argues that Liston does not 
teach yeild strength. This is not the case as discussed in the previous rejections (see prior office actions) yeild strength and hardness are 
interrelated. Two new references are submitted with the attached 892 form showing this is well known ("Material Hardness" and "Material 
Definitions"). Thus the references meet the yeild strength limitations. As discussed in prior office actions, El Wakil also meets the claim 
limitations for which it applied. Picking a weld and technique is simulating the effects of heat prior to weld construction. Liston rather than 
Walth is used for the yeid strength teaching (see prior office actions). Regarding the Westbroek arguments, as discussed before El Wakil 
teaches simulating prior to construction. Westbroek's preperatton of supports meets the limitations as well. Also all of Westbroek's 
structures bear loads to some extent.
